The second importont lesson of 


tbo November 
campaign is that 


President Arthur seema to be the 
most popular and available candi- 
date in the Republican party for the 
nest Presidency. New York is his 
own state, and he recaptures it from 
tho Democracy ond restores it to the 
Republicans. Other Republican can- 
didates have lost their states, like 
Sherman and Foster in Ohio, or 
have allowed tho Republican nmjor
